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Storm finally hits 
but forecasters wary 
about drought's end 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - Long- 
awaited storms have finally hit the 
parched West Coast but forecasters are 
cautious in predicting whether they 
signal an end to the drought. 
The National Weather Service outlook 
today called for more rain through 
Thursday with fair skies returning for 
the weekend. 
Light and occasional showers fell over 
Lompoc and Santa Ynez valleys today as 
a storm front moved over the central 
coast bringing fractional inches of 
moisture to parched soil. 
There was a sparse, but welcome. .07 
of an inch of rain recorded at 8 a.m. to­ 
day in Lompoc for a season thus far of 
7.43 inches Last year at this time there 
had been only 5.70 inches. 
Forecasters noted it would take a “lot 
more rain to break the drought” but they 
declined to speculate whether that rain 
was forthcoming 
One weatherman. Jerom e Namias of 


the Scripps Institute of Oceanography, 
did say the Pacific high pressure cell 
which has shunted storms to the north all 
winter may break down by the end of the 
month under a barrage of consecutive 
storms. 
“When spring sets in. a different set of 
atm ospheric conditions a rise, and 
there’s a slight tendency for a retrograde 
action allowing fronts to drop down into 
the West.” said Namias. “ I don’t know 
whether that’s the pattern th at’s going to 
set up for a long period now. but it’s 
suggestive of it.” 
While attention has been focused on 
the drought this winter compared to last 
year’s dry spell, the season rainfall total 
in San Francisco to date is 7.16 inches, 
already equal to last y e a r’s entire 
seasonal rainfall total 
But the current figure is still less than 
half the normal rainfall-to-date of 14 95 
inches. The normal total seasonal rain­ 
fall for San Francisco is 20 66 inches 


The storm which hit the West Coast 
last weekend dropped heavy snows in 
Western mountain ranges, stranding 
hikers and motorists but bringing smiles 
to the faces of ski resort operators. 
The ski resorts, which have suffered 
through one of the worst seasons in 
history due to lack of snowfall, said they 
might be able to stay open another 
month.

over 
w hether the drought w as ending, 
numerous Northern California counties 
continued w ater rationing. The San 
Francisco Water Department Tuesday 
proposed a mandatory 25 per cent cut­ 
back on w ater consumption and a rate in­ 
crease to cover the drop in usage. 


The city’s Public Utlities Commission 
was expected to schedule hearings on the 
cutback next month. A spokesman said 
the rationing was needed to conserve 
enough w ater should the drought extend 
through next year

Trustees of Lompoc Unified School 
District Tuesday voted to call a special 
runoff election at a cost of $8.000-plus in 
the event that the upcoming school board 
election winds up in a “one-in-a-million’‘ 
tie. 
Voters will go to the polls on March 8 
to elect two trustees to succeed board 
president Richard K. Jacoby and Gail 
Steiger. Both of the trustees were on 
hand last night as the board discussed

All five trustees voted for the runoff 
election as a means otf settling a tie vote, 
rather than settling the question by 
“ lot.” The issue stemmed from Dep 
County Counsel Don Vickers’ ruling that 
the board has to announce ahead of time 
how it will settle a tie vote 
The question could arise in two ways 
One would be if one candidate had an 
overwhelming number of votes and two 
other candidates finished in a tie for the 
second vacancy on the board The second 
Goldwater criticizes 
Warnke's appointment 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Sen Barry 
Goldwater today said he could not sup­ 
port Paul Warnke as head of the Arms 
Control and Disarmament Agency and 
warned that the White House is “brew­ 
ing a pot of weakness” in foreign affairs 
that could lead to another world war. 
In a statem ent before the Senate 
Armed Services Committee, released by 
his office, the Arizona Republican said 
Warnke’s nomination reflects the C arter 
adm inistration’s “ position of weakness" 
on foreign affairs. 
"I am not concerned about your in­ 
dividual opinions on this weapons system 
or that weapons system ,” Goldwater 
said. 
“ What bothers me. and bothers me 
deeply, is your seemingly total lack of 
concern with the Russian m ilitary build­ 
up and the Soviet acquisition of govern­ 
ment after government,” Goldwater 
said. 
“ In other words I sense in your at­ 
titude, a position that to me has become 
the dominant, obvious position of the 
Carter administration relative to fo­ 
reign affairs—namely a position of 
weakness,” he said. 


“ I recall very vividly how Britain felt 
it could ‘get along’ with the Nazis and we 
wound up in World War II,” Goldwater 
said 
“ I pray that I am wrong and as wrong 
as I have ever been about the position 


and intentions of the C arter adm inistra­ 
tion. But I have a sinking feeling that we 
are brewing a pot of weakness which is 
already being recognized by our friends 
around the world.” Goldwater said 
“ If we pursue a course of weakness in 
this time of testing, we could well find 
ourselves heading towards World War 
III,” Goldwater said 
Sen. Henry Jackson also questioned 
Warnke’s fitness to serve as the top U S 
arm s negotiator 
“ I believe this suddenness with which 
Mr Warnke has changed his position on 
a number of central issues raises some 
fundamental questions about whether, 
and to what degree, the Senate is

WASHINGTON (UPI) - In a major 
victory for env iro n m en talists, the 
Supreme Court today upheld 8 to 0 
specific governm ent lim its for dis­ 
charge of various pollutants into the 
nation's rivers. 
E ig h t lead in g c h em ical 
m an u ­ 
facturers argued unsuccessfully that the 
Environmental Protection Agency had 
authority to issue only general guidelines 
that would apply to individual companies 
when they obtained necessary permits. 
The law does provide for variances in 
individual cases at the 1977 stage 
E lim in atio n of all d isc h a rg e s is 
scheduled for 1985 
In an opinion by Justice John Paul 
Stevens, the court said the language of 
the 1972 amendments to the Water Pollu­ 
tion Act clearly authorize EPA to set by 
regulation precise numerical limits for 
pollutants for various classes of plants. 
This is true for both the 1977 and the 1985 
limits, he said. 
He cited the legislative history of the 
act, the attitude of EPA and “scholarly 
opinions written by some of our finest 
judges.” 
Stevens said the companies’ view of 
the law would require EPA “ to give in­ 
dividual consideration to the circum ­ 
stances of each of the more than 42,000 
dischargers who have applied for per­ 
mits ” 
Stevens also found no variances are 
permitted for standards set for plants to 
be built in the future.

A tornado and violent winds hit the 
lower Midwest today, killing one person 
and injuring at least three others near 
Joplin. Mo. Heavy snows slugged South 
Dakota and freezing rain plastered Min­ 
nesota 
The twister, high winds and hail that 
swept from the southern Plains into Mis­ 
souri and Arkansas were part of an in­ 
tense storm system that unleashed “dust 
devil” winds on Spearman, Tex. 
A 78-year-old woman was killed when 
the tornado ripped two trailer courts 
near Joplin in the early morning hours, 
wrecking her mobile home At least five 
mobile homes were destroyed near 
Joplin and several more were wrecked 
by high winds near Galena. Kan.

Lompoc City Council will start holding 
its reulgar m eetings at the School 
District Administrative Building effec­ 
tive March 1, City Clerk Wilma Thomas 
reported today. 
Arrangements have been completed 
with the Lompoc Unified School District 
for the council’s regular first and third 
Tuesday meetings to be held in the 
facility located at 1301 North A St. 
The council in stru cted the staff 
sev eral m onths ago to d eterm in e 
whether it might be possible to move the 
sessions to the m ore com fortable 
quarters where the acoustics also would 
be a vast improvement over the echoing 
sound system of the present City Hall 
chambers. 


Late in 1975 a sim ilar move had been 
negotiated but was vetoed before a 
meeting could be held because of the in­ 
convenience of not having all of the 
available documents at hand for the staff 
as they would be at City Hall 
During discussion of the current move, 
C o u n cilm em b er C h a rlo tte B enton 
brought up the possible objection that the 
school facility was not as convenient to 
the public and that the lighting was not 
as good in the area 
It also was brought out that the 
capacity of the school facility is not as 
great as it is at City Hall, with a seating 
limit of about 70 persons 
Any special meetings of the council 


outside of the first and third Tuesday 
would have to be held elsewhere, as 
would sessions at which it was an­ 
ticipated that the crowd would exceed 
the available seating, Mrs Thomas in­ 
dicated 
Among the items on the agenda at next 
Tuesday’s meeting of the council will be 
a review of a proposed cable television 
franchise drafted by City Attorney Alan 
Davidson to supplant the existing one 
which expires in September, 1978 
It is not expected that action will be 
taken on the franchise Tuesday but the 
council may give the staff some direc­ 
tion to take on the proposal. 
The franchise as drafted gives the city 
the right to purchase the CATV system 
upon expiration of the franchise; calls 
for renegotiation sessions within 30 days 
of the fifth and 10th anniversaries of the 
franchise; calls for at least 12 channels 
to be transm itted, including KNXT, 
KEYT. KNBC. KTLA. KSBY, KCET, 
KHJ. KCOY. KTTV. KMEX, KWHY and 
KCOP. as well as the public access chan­ 
nel 
It also provides for a rebate of fees to 
subscribers upon a substantial interrup­ 
tion of service, and requires that the 
francisee maintain an office in the city 
open during normal business hours and a 
publicly listed telephone over which sub­ 
scribers may make com plaints and 
requests for repairs or adjustm ents on a 
24-hour basis. 
Amin claims plot to 
topple him smashed 


NAIROBI Kenya (UPI) - Ugandan 
President Idi Amin said today a plot to 
topple his regime with the use of U.S., 
British or Israeli paratroopers, has been 
smashed by his troops 
In an interview broadcast over Radio 
Uganda, Amin said paratroopers from 
the United States, Britain or Israel were 
to have flown from an aircraft carrier to 
his landlocked country, seize several 
towns and capture leading Ugandans. 
But he said the plan was nipped at the 
beginning by the discovery of a cache of 
sophisticated 
Chinese-made arm s and 
ammunition He said 16 persons were 
arrested on charges of smuggling the 
arm s into Uganda, and were “ in prison 
giving us information ” 


The president said the coup was to 
have taken place Jan. 25 — the sixth an­ 
niversary of his own bloodless overthrow 
of former President Milton Obote, who 
Amin said masterminded the latest con­ 
spiracy. 


Amin said the plan would not have suc­ 
ceeded because his government was 
“ capable of handling any situation.” 
Radio Uganda, in the first public ad­ 
mission of unrest in that country, has 
said troops loyal to Amin have quelled an 


uprising in the armed forces and killed 
“ some people ” 


Refugees fleeing to neighboring Tan­ 
zania and Kenya said Amin had an em ­ 
barked on a purge-and-kill campaign 
against predominantly Christian tribal 
elements in his armed forces 


Word of unrest came nearly a week 
after the deaths of two ministers and the 
Anglican archbishop of Uganda, whom 
reports claim ed were m urdered by 
loyalists or by Amin's own hand. 


“ I have heard that I was the one who 
shot the archbishop,” Amin said in the 
interview, “ but it is completely untrue.”

Allocation of Public Service 
Employment (PSE) funding 
toaling $1,400,942. including 
d e s ig n a tio n of $407,500 
available for new PSE slots to 
provide opportunity for public 
non-profit organizations to 
compete, was approved Tues­ 
day on a 3-2 vote by the Board of 
Supervisors.

The additional funding ap­ 
proved which was seen needed 
to sustain 161 job slots through 
Sept. 30.

Funding available now is 
$111.835, with $407.500 needed to 
hire additional participants to 
reach the June, 1976 level of 
216 
Project administration 
requires the remaining $9.067

WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
President C arter’s proposal to 
stimulate the economy with $50 
rebates and jobs is moving 
quickly 
through C ongress’ 
budget process w ith little 
debate and few changes. 
The Senate voted 72 to 20 
Tuesday to make room in this 
year’s budget for $17 2 billion in 
economic stimulus. $1.7 billion 
more than Carter originally 
requested. 


The House was to vote late to­ 
day on its sim ilar $17.3 billion 
version of the budget resolu­ 
tion. 


N either m easure 
enacts 
C arter’s proposals into law. All 
they do is make room for the 
package in the budget for fiscal 
1977. which runs until Oct 1. 
They deal only with the first 
year of C arter’s $31 billion, two- 
year proposal. And they leave 
many issues unresolved 


For example, both House and 
Senate versions approve the 
$13.8 billion Carter sought for 
tax reductions But they leave 
open whether these should be 
mainly rebates, as he proposed, 
or permanent tax cuts, which 
the R epublicans and some 
Democrats want. 


Sen 
William Roth, R-Del., 
said C a rte r's proposed $50 
rebate is “ an ineffective gim­ 
mick and an insult to every tax­ 
payer,” and it “ will not inspire 
business to increase production 
and create new jobs.”

The Senate version calls for a 
budget deficit this year of $68 2 
billion, the House version, $70,3 
billion.

Goretoy said he served six 
years in a labor camp and inter­ 
nal exile for his religious work 
“ F or m any decades the 
Pentecostal ists of the Soviet 
Union haven’t had the freedom 
to practice their own religion.”

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
new penicillin-resistant strain 
of gonorrhea could spread to as 
many as 2.000 Californians by 
the end of thi»year, according 
to state health officials 
“ At the p resen t ra te of 
growth,” said a Department of 
Health news release issued 
Tuesday, “ health officials fear 
there may be almost 2,000 cases 
of the new strain in the state 
this year ” 
The venereal disease first ap­ 
peared in California last year 
and officials have recorded 60 
cases so far — half of all those 
reported in the United States 
Studies show th a t certain 
strain s of gonorrhea have 
become resistant to penicillin 
since 1945 
Spectinomycin is used by doc­ 
tors to successfully combat the 
new strain of gonorrhea, but the 
drug is five tim es more expen­ 
sive than penicillin. 
“ There is another danger 
here.” said Jane Fox, a state 
health advisor “The new strain 
could eventually build a resist­ 
ance to spectinomycin also ” 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
government is ordering utility 
companies to transform every 
nuclear power plant into an 
arm ed fo rtre ss capable of 
withstanding attack by trained 
guerrillas who may have help 
from inside 
Tough new Nuclear Regulato­ 
ry Commission security rules 
taking effect this fall will 
require atomic plants to have 
more guards, install surveil­ 
lance equipment and assault 
barriers, search employes and 
visitors and maintain a defense 
force with authority to shoot to 
kill. 
The cost will be high — up to 
four tim es what power plants 
now spend on security and some 
employes may dislike the new 
restrictions But NRC officials 
say they will shut down any 
plant that fails to comply 
“ Every station, every plant, 
when it meets these new rules, 
will be better protected against 


the threat of sabotage than it is 
today,” says Benard Rusche, 
the NRC’s reactor regulation 
chief 
Rusche announced the securi­ 
ty crackdown in a news con­ 
ference Tuesday He estimated 
it may cost each of the nation's 
69 planned or a n tic ip a te d 
nuclear plants up to $2.5 million 
to provide beefed-up security 
and up to $2 million a year to 
maintain it 
The requirem ent, he said, is 
for plants to be able to repulse 
an attack by dedicated sabo­ 
teu rs who have autom atic 
weapons, explosives, military 
training and perhaps an accom­ 
plice inside. 
Plant guards and “ arm ed 
response force personnel" 
would be armed with pistols, 
shotguns, and semi-automatic 
rifles 
T here would be an 
average 10 guards per plant, 
compared to a present three 
“There is no indication of any 


threat to nuclear facilities," 
Rusche said “ However, there 
has been a general increase in 
terrorism around the world 
Rusche said since 1969 there 
have been 170 apparent sabot­ 
age efforts — none successful 
— against U S. nuclear plants 
There were 68 such incidents in 
1976 and three so far this year 
Once the new rules are 
published in th e F e d e ra l 
R eg ister, probably F riday, 
each plant will have 90 days to 
hire more guards and prepare a 
security plan, and 18 months to 
install equipm ent and erect 
barricades

orange juice at the bargain rate 
of $1.61 per dozen six-ounce 
cans to wholesalers at the 
beginning of the year 
— Wholesalers and retailers 
took up the offer with gusto, 
bought 39 million gallons and 
used the co n cen trate as a 
bargain leader in supermarket 
sales. 
— On Jan 18-20, Florida was 
hit with one of its worst cold 
spells in history and panicky 
growers estim ated their losses 
at up to 40 per cent. 
— For another two weeks the 
growers continued to supply 
frozen co n cen trate at the 
bargain rate. 
— On Feb 1, the Department 
of Agriculture estimated that 
this year’s orange crop would 
be 3 per cent up on last year’s 
— In February, wholesale 
price of frozen concentrate has

$200,000 suit settlement 


BALTIM O RE (U P I) - 
Money contributed to help re­ 
elect former President Nixon in 
1972 will now go to four men 
who participated in the Water­ 
gate burglary that led to Nix­ 
on’s resignation 
Baltimore attorney Daniel 
Schultz, who represents four 
Watergate burglars, said Tues­ 
day that a 14 million civil suit 
filed by the four against the 
Committee to Re-elect the 
President was settled for 
$200.000. 
• 
Schultz, representing Water­ 
gate burglars Bernard Barker, 
Eugenio Martinez, Virgilio 
Gonzalez and Frank Sturgis, 
said the money — $50.000 to 
each man — will be paid from a 
trust fund left over from the 
1972 Nixon campaign commit­ 
tee 
In the suit, filed in federal 
court in Washington, the four 
burglars charged they were 
deceived into believing the 
break-in at the W atergate 
h e a d q u a r te r s 
of 
the 
Democratic National Commit­ 


tee “was a legitimate govern­ 
ment intelligence operation ” 
Each of the four men, who 
have asked President Carter 
for pardons, served 14 months 
in prison “They’ve served their 
time and now they want to have 
their records clear," said 
Schultz 
The suit had asked for 
$500.000 in compensatory dam­ 
ages and £>00,000 in punitive 
damages for each of the four 
Besides the Committee to Re­ 
elect the President, the suit 
nam ed as d efen d ants E 
Howard Hunt, former Attorney 
General John Mitchell, former 
Commerce Secretary Maurice 
Stans.

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Death penalty argument ends in tie 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Backers of the death penalty 
Tuesday ran into head-to-head 
competition from a rival 
measure to lock up convicted 
murderers for the rest of their 
lives, but neither side won 
After more than six hours of 
testimony on the emotional iss­ 
ue of reinstating capital punish­ 
ment in California. Senate 
Judiciary Committee Chairman 
Alfred Song. I>Monterey Park, 
ordered the measures held for 
a later vote possibly next week 
The hearing was the first con- 
sideration this session of 
legislation to re-introduce the 
death penalty and more than 
100 persons crowded a commit­ 
tee room to hear debate on the 
issue. 
Attorney General Evelle J 
Y o u n g e r , a R e p u b l i c a n 


contender for governor, said he 
backed a bill (SB155) by Sen. 
George Deukmejian. R-Long 
Beach reinstating the death 
penalty in cases of murder un­ 
der special circum stances, 
such as killing a policemen or 
murder by torture. 
Younger produced a chart 
showing an increase in the 
number of murders in Cali­ 
fornia during years the death 
penalty was not in effect. He 
said many murders were com­ 
mitted to prevent witnesses to 
crimes from testifying. 
"Logic compels us to assume 
that without a death penalty the 
rapist has no incentive to allow 
his victim — who can identify 
him — to live,” Younger said 
Richard Lucero, a Sacramen­ 
to policeman and vice president 
of the Peace Officers Research 


Association, said many police­ 
men had a more personal 
reason for backing capital 
punishment. 
"I think it’s revenge, retribu­ 
tion." he said 
Deukmejian’s measure also 
would allow a convicted mur­ 
derer found eligible for the 
death penalty to present evi­ 
d e n c e 
of 
m i t i g a t i n g 
circumstances. If a jury found, 
for example, that a person was 
“ substantially" influenced by 
drug addiction he could be 
sentenced to life without pos­ 
sibility of parole. 
State Public Defender Paul 
Halvonik testified he preferred 
legislation (SB220 and SCA19) 
by Sen Milton Marks, R-San 
Francisco. Those measures 
would mandate a sentence of 
life without parole for a person 


convicted of 
first-degree 
murder and strip the governor 
of his power to commute 
sentences 
"I prefer life without parole 
to death in that we can change 
our mind and no one will be 
dead,” Halvonik told the com­ 
mittee. 
The Marks bill, however, 
would allow the death sentence 
to be imposed on a person 
already convicted of murder 
who kills while in prison. 
Francis Calhoon, who said he 
was on parole *,fter serving 42 
months in prison for the murder 
of his wife, suggested prisoners 
be given a choice of life without 
parole or death. 
"I know many men in prison 
who would rather be dead," the 
76-year-old Grass Valley resi­ 
dent said.

Secret evacuations held at power plant after threats 


SAN FRANCISCO (U P I) - 
Authorities ordered secret 
evacuations of the Diablo Ca­ 
nyon nuclear power plant in re­ 
cent years after receiving bomb 
threats, according to Pacific 
Gas & Electric Co. 
A PG & E spokesman made 
the disclosure Tuesday in 
response to an announcement 
by the Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission that ordered every 
U.S. atomic power plant to hire 
more guards, install surveil­ 
lance equipment and take other 
new measures to thiyart sabot­ 


age attempts by terrorists. 
The Diablo Canyon plant, 
which began construction near 
San Luis Obispo in 1969, is just 
being completed and is not yet 
in operation. PG & E has another 
nuclear power plant at Hum­ 
boldt Bay, near Eureka, but the 
utility company spokesman 
said that to his knowledge no 
threats have been received 
there 
“ I can only speculate the 
reason is that Humboldt Bay 
has been in operation for 14 
years, is well established, 


smaller than Diablo Canyon and 
accepted in the community,” 
he said “ But Diablo Canyon is 
larger, still under construction 
and controversial.” 
He said, however, that no 
bombs have ever been found at 
the Diablo Canyon plant despite 
about a dozen threats — most 
by telephone — during the past 
few years 
“ None of the threats have 
panned out.” he said “ We still 
get them, although I'm not 
aware of any this year — most 
came in 1975 and 1976 Usually 


the callers don’t give a reason. 
They just say, ‘We’ve got a 
bomb at Diablo Canyon and it’s 
going to go off at such and such 
a time.’ 
“ But we have to take them all 
seriously, of course. There have 
been times when we evacuated 
the plant site and they were not 
always 
publicized. 
These 
threats are relatively new in 
regard to nuclear plants and 
they feed on publicity.” 
The threats to Diablo Canyon 
increased as the plant came 
closer to completion and all 


have been reported to the 
Nuclear Regulatory Commis­ 
sion, the spokesman said 
Bernard Rusche, reactor 
regulations chief of the Nuclear 
Regulatory Commission, 
an­ 
nounced Tuesday in Washington 
that since 1969 there have been 
170 apparent sabotage efforts — 
none successful — against U S 
nuclear plants. He said there 
were 68 such incidents in 1976 
ranging from threats to bombs 
found on plant property and 
three so far this year 
PG & E ’s standard utility sites 


have also been the target of 
numerous bomb attacks in the 
past two years 
The under­ 
ground New World Liberation 
Front has claimed responsibili­ 
ty for some of the attacks and 
demanded cuts in utility bills 
for elderly and poor persons in 
exchange for a halt to the 
threats.

Board rejects downzoning 
3-2 vote 
settles 
dispute 


The Board of Supervisors set­ 
tled a long-simmering dispute 
Tuesday concerning attempts 
to downzone more than 330 
acres of basin and hillside 
farmland along Alamo Pintado 
Rd. between Ballard and 
Solvang. 
By a 3-2 vote, the board up­ 
held a Planning Commission 
decision to drop proposals to 
rezone the land from its current 
five-acre limited agricultural 
district classification. 
Twenty-seven landowners 
were involved in the struggle 
which has been going on for 
more than a year over land 
described by rezoning propo­ 
nents as “ ric h , prim e 
farmland,” and by opponents as 
land better suited for five-acre 
homesites 
The board by the same 3-2 
vote turned down a motion by 
Fourth District Supervisor 
Robert Hedlund for rezoning 
the north portion to 20-acre 
limited agricultural before ap­ 
proving a motion by Supervisor 
Robert E Kallman to accept 
the recommendation of the 
planners 
It was noted the Valley Ad­ 
viso ry 
C om m ittee 
had 
withdrawn an earlier recom­ 
mendation for 40-acre limited 
agricultural zoning and ap­ 
proved dropping its try for a 
rezoning 
A vigorous opponent of rezon- 
mg. Dana Merrill, whose fami­ 
ly owns 43 acre Alamo Pintado 
Ranch, scoffed at claims the 
330-acre sector represented 


choice farm land. He said the 
Merrill ranch property con­ 
tained only 11 acres of prime 
land and the hill areas had little 
or no top soil of value. 
But Bailey Potter, owner of a 
nearby agricultural preserve, 
said area residents petitioned 
for 20-acre zoning on the land 
he described as being “ heavily 
farmed” in the “ scenic cor­ 
ridor” between the two valley 
communities. Ballard Improve­ 
ment Assn. supported rezoning, 
he said, adding that houses 
“ should be built., if anywhere, 
on the hillsides, not on the flat 
land.” 
Willy Chamberlin, advisory 
committee leader along with 
John Wiester. told the board 
that “ we recommended dropp­ 
ing on the basis of so many 
small parcels” in the area. But 
he said there was “ merit” to 
Potter’s argument involving 
the larger parcels and felt 
Merrill was “ correct” in 
describing his property as 
mostly hilly. 
Supervisor William Wallace 
supported Hedlund’s rezoning 
plan 
E N. Robinson, owner of a 29- 
acre parcel, also objected to the 
rezoning proposal, explaining it 
would work a “ hardship" on his 
family in that plans were being 
made to keep it within the fami­ 
ly by achieveing five-acre lot 
splits. 
The board turned down a plea 
by Arthur Henzell, attorney for 
Alisal Ranch, to avert rezoning 
of ranch property north of 
Santa Ynez River to 40-acre 
limited agricultural from 10- 
acre zoning. The board did not 
agree with Henzell that this 
property was part of the Alisal 
Ranch property to the south 
where rezoning was deferred 
pending submission of a 
development plan later this 
vear

Proficiency testing 
Love in Action theme 
at HS level favored 
of World Day of Prayer 


After careful study of the 
Hart Bill, which calls for all 
students graduating from 
California high schools to pass a 
proficiency test in the basic 
skills of reading, writing and 
arithmetic before they can 
receive a diploma. Santa Ynez 
Valley Elementary School 
District administrators have 
agreed that the provisions of 
the bill will best be met if all 
the proficiency testing were 
done at the high school level. 


According to a spokesman for 
the administrators who discus­ 
sed elements of the bill 
authored by Assemblyman 
Gary Hart of Santa Barbara at 
a meeting last Friday, the 
measure requires “ individual 
pupil 
progress 
towards 
proficiency in basic skills is as­ 
sessed during the regular in­ 
structional program, at least 
one time during the seventh 
through ninth grade experience 
and at least one time during the 
tenth through eleventh grade 
expenence. provided that the 
skills not be reassessed ” 


Administrators pointed out 
that the Hart Bill is not man­ 
dated for kindergarten through 
eighth grade districts, but is 
required of high school districts 
and districts maintaining a 
junior high school 


The 
e le m e n ta ry 
ad ­ 
ministrators agreed that once 
the high school board of 
trustees adopts proficiency 
standards to be met by all 
graduating students, then the 
elementary districts' personnel 
can work closely with the high 
school faculty as “ we have in 
the past in developing close ar­ 
ticulation between all dis­ 
tricts ” 


A m em ber of the ad ­ 
ministrators group said “ there 
has been good articulation and 
communication between the 
elementary schools and the 
high school in the areas of 
mathematics, 
science and 
foreign language and certainly 
will be carried in other areas of 
the curriculum as needed.” 


The Hart Law requires the 
local school district to actively 
in vo lve 
p aren ts, 
ad ­ 
ministrators. teachers and stu­ 
dents to give input into the 
development of the proficiency 


tests to be adopted by the local 
board 
“ This, again by letting the 
local high school develop their 
proficiency tests.” the ad­ 
ministrators continued, “ would 
be a more efficient use of time 
and effort, as the high school 
has students coming in from all 
the elementary districts and 
could easily solicit input from 
parents, and students from all 
geographical 
and socio­ 
economic areas of the valley 
“ This would lend itself to bet­ 
ter continuity being handled at 
one level,” they added 
The 
e le m e n ta ry 
ad ­ 
ministrators said “ the elemen­ 
tary school districts have been 
and will continue to be acutely 
aware of the basic needs of the 
students and the fundamental 
job of teaching children the 
basic sk ills in reading, 
mathematics and writing With 
their innovation of the Early 
Childhood Education (E C E ) 
program 
in 
grades 
kindergarten through third 
grade, we have become in­ 
creasingly aware of the need 
for assessment of individual 
needs and as a group have 
become more proficient in 
fulfilling these needs 
“ With the State Master Plan 
for Special Education, we are 
now able to identify more easily 
those children who have an 
educational handicap and 
provide them with placement 
and a program to overcome 
these handicaps

Canada gets hit 
by the CB boom 
By Ink Dipper 


(EDITOR S NOTE: Ink 
Dipper (KYZ-3916) is the han­ 
dle of the editor of The CB 
Times-Journal.) 
Canada is experiencing a 
CB explosion It’s not as large 
as the one that hit the U.S. 
within the last 18 months, but 
it’s still significant. 
The country’s Department 
of Communications (counter­ 
part to the U.S. Federal Com­ 
munications Commission) es­ 
timates that there will soon be 
1.2 million Canadians licensed 
to operate CB transceivers. 
Right now there are just over 
200,000 legal CB sets in 
Canada and an unknown quan­ 
tity of people operating 
without licenses 
The latest FCC report 
shows that more than eight 
million persons of businesses 
hold U S 
licenses, and it's 
probably safe to assume that 
several million more operate 
on the citizens band without a 
license 
Keep in mind, though, that 
Canada’s population is about 
one-tenth that of the U.S., so 
the per capita use of CBs in 
Canada might one day surpass 
the U.S mark 
W hat's causing the in­ 
creasing popularity? A lot of 
the same things that have 
sparked the growth here 
Canadians want to keep up 
with radar and speed traps, 
they like the instant con­ 
venience of CBing for ob­ 
taining highway information, 
and the CBs have proven 
themselves time and again 
during emergencies 
But Canada is also, for the 
most part, a rural country 
People in far-flung areas use 
their radios as a way to keep 
in touch with neighbors The 
CB becomes a party line for 
Canadians m isolated areas 
who, even though they might 
have telephones, still enjoy 
the companionship of a dozen 
or more other CBers who 
ratchet-jaw into the night 
The growth in fanada has 
given the Doc some of the 
sam e growing pains en­ 
countered by the FCC. In 
som e urban areas, the 
original 23 channels have 
become congested 
And the 
flood of license applications 
has been almost overwhelm­ 
ing 
To cope with congestion, the 
DOC has allocated 17 new 


channels — the same new 
frequencies allotted for U.S 
CBing — and set April 1 as the 
day the new channels can be 
opened The lag, DOC officials 
explain, is because the DOC 
fiscal year runs from April 1 
to March 31, and the channel 
expansion will coincide with 
the new year 
Just as in the U.S., the 
channel expansion in Canada 
has prompted CB retailers to 
offer price cuts on 23-channel 
units to clear their inventories 
for the 40-channel stock 
T he 
glut of l i c e n se 
applications has put a strain 
on the DOC, officials say, but 
they’ve been able so far to 
cope with it and not fall far 
behind like the FCC, which at 
times took up to 90 days to 
process an application 
An example of the DOC ser­ 
vice is temporary licensing of 
American CBers traveling in 
Canada with their radio gear 
Most applications from U.S. 
CBers for the temporary per­ 
mits are answered by return 
mail Canadians going into the 
U.S., though, have sometimes 
had to wait up to three months 
for the FCC to send them tem­ 
porary permits. 
Of course, DOC personnel 
are hoping that they can keep 
up with the increasing 
numbers of people applying 
for permanent licensing They 
want to go through the Cana­ 
dian boom in better shape 
than the FCC managed when 
CBing exploded in the U S 
agency’s face

Finley dares Kuhn to void sale 


CHICAGO (UPI) — Oakland A s owner Charles 0. 
Finley has threatened to “plaster” baseball Commis­ 
sioner Bowie Kuhn with another suit if he voids the 
sale of Oakland relief pitcher Paul Lindblad to the 
Texas Rangers. 
What’s more. Finley said Tuesday night, Kuhn lacks 
“the guts” to oppose the deal. 
Texas owner Brad Corbett has rejected Kuhn’s in­ 
vitation to attend a hearing on the sale in New York. 
Finley said. And Lindblad. accordingly to Finley, 
already has signed a contract with the Rangers and ex­ 
pects to report Friday. 
Finley said Corbett told Kuhn “ All you’re trying to 


do is harass Finley. “There’s nothing wrong with the 
deal. It’s all legitimate.” 
Finley became progressively angrier as he spoke of 
Kuhn “You can quote me as saying if Kuhn stops this 
deal he will be plastered with another lawsuit,” Finley 
said “He hasn't got the guts to cancel this deal.” 
Finley filed a $3.5 million suit against Kuhn for 
voiding his multimillion-dollar sales last season of 
Vida Blue. Joe Rudi and Rollie Fingers to the New 
York Yankees and the Boston Red Sox. 
Finley said Lindblad had told him he planned to talk 
to Player Association executive director Marvin 
Miller Wednesday for “leadership and advice " 


The A’s owner said if Kuhn wants him to come to 
New York to discuss the Lindblad deal, he will insist 
on a letter from Kuhn setting forth an agenda and also 
require that all the principals in the Lindblad deal, in­ 
cluding Corbett, be there. 
Finley also said he talked to slugger Dick Allen last 
Friday for 31* hours, so long he made Allen 90 minutes 
late for a meeting with Chicago White Sox President 
Bill Veeck.

"I have suggested they consider retire­ 
ment, told them to sleep on it, and I ex­ 
pect they may retire tomorrow,” Eagle­ 
son said Tuesday night. “They won’t play 
tomorrow night’s game.” 


“The players have tried for three 
weeks to keep this franchise alive,” he 
said “The players association is con­ 
vinced it can no longer persuade them to 
play nor shall I attempt to do so.” 


Eagleson said three options were 
open: sale of the franchise, league opera­ 
tion of the franchise the rest of the 
season or selling or auctioning the 
players to other teams and abandoning 
the franchise.

One day he’s going to be the champion 
of the whole wide world, his picture is 
going to be in every newspaper and on 
every tv channel, and he’s going to have 
so much money, he won’t ever have to do 
a single day’s work. 
For most kids that’s all it ever turns 
out to be, a dream. For Joe Frazier, who 
had the same dream when he was a kid. 
this million-to-one shot came true. 
One morning he woke up and dis­ 
covered he WAS the champion of the 
world, had enough money to live comfor­ 
tably the rest of his life and didn't ever 
have to work another day again 
The idea appealed enormously to Joe 
Frazier. It intoxicated him For all of 
five minutes. 
During those heady five minutes, he 
asked himself why should he ever work 
again? He had made millions; had 
stayed clear of any tax problems and 
provided nicely for both his and his 
family's future; had all the fancy clothes 
he would ever need and the cars and 
jewelry to go with it. 
Why should he ever work again’’ Why? 
Because Joe Frazier was so used to 
working for 30 years that he’d go straight 
out of his tree if he tried to stop 
So now he's working as hard as an 
entertainer as he did as a fighter. He has 
his own troupe of 20 entertainers called 
the Smokin’ Joe Frazier Revue and 
nobody labors harder than the star 
himself. Smokin’ Joe He knocks himself 
out. 
Six days a week, starting with rehear­ 
sal at 10 in the morning and finishing 
somewhere between 2 and 3 the following 
morning; Joe Frazier works and works. 
He sings and dances surprisingly well, 
mostly because he puts his full heart into 
it. While he entertains the people, he also 
talks to them, which is something that 
comes naturally to him and he never has 
had any trouble doing 
Sitting in a pink bathrobe in his dress­ 
ing room between shows Saturday night 
65 floors up from the street in Manhat­ 
tan's Rainbow Grill where he was 
finishing a two-week engagement, the 
retired ex-heavyweight champ looked 
hardly any different than when he quit 
fighting less than a year ago. 
“Toughest thing about this is the 
hours,” he said. 
“How long am I gonna keep doin' 
this?” he repeated a question put to him 
by one of those in the room “Until I get 
tired.” 
Joe Frazier laughed, balancing a nine- 
year-old girl, the sister of one of the 
singers in his troupe, on his knee 
“It’s a living,” he said “ I don’t need a 
living, but you stay idle, you get m trou­ 
ble. Besides, these people with me are 
good people and it gives them work It 
helps the economy. I enjoy doin' what 
I'm doin.’ bein’ with people I’ve always 
liked people ” 


You can tell that watching Joe Frazier 
work. He does everything he can to 
please, giving everything he has. never 
cheating, trying his best the same way 
he did as a fighter, getting right up and 
battling back on those few occasions 
when he struggles for a note a little too 
high for him.

Air Force captain Micki King won a gold medal at the Summer 
Olympics in Munich. Captain Phil Boggs duplicated King’s ac­ 
complishment in Montreal last year. 
Now another captain, Marsha Lutz, stationed at Vandenberg 
AFB, may keep the Air Force diving string alive in 1980 at 
Moscow 
Lutz, an amazingly versatile athlete and a prospective 
astronaut, won the recent National AAU Master’s Diving Cham­ 
pionships in Los Angeles. 
Though she now specializes in diving, Marsha was a multi-sport 
star at the Unversity of California at Davis in the late 1960’s. 
She was the UC champion in diving, school champ in the butterf­ 
ly stroke in swimming, two-time golf champ, member of the 
women’s basketball team, captain of the women’s swim and track 
teams, national intercollegiate high jump champion, school hur­ 
dles and long jump champ and state intercollegiate trampoline 
champion. She won the UC Women’s Superstars competition. 
Lutz entered the Air Force in 1972 after two years as a P E in­ 
structor, and in 1975 was given Sports Ulustrated’s “ Award of 
Merit.’’ 
As a diver, Marsha has won several national titles, including a 
total of 10 National Masters AAU swim medals. She is a five-time 
national AAU Masters Diving champ, and last year was named All- 
American 
But Lutz isn’t counting too heavily on making the next Olympic 
team. 
“ It is something you have to devote your total time to and with 
my job I just don’t have that kind of time.” 
“ I ’ve never been fortunate enough to have a good coach, the 
money, or the tremendous amount of time necessary to pursue the 
ultimate goal in sports competition,” said the captain. 
As an Air Traffic Controller with the 392nd Communications 
Group at Vandenberg. Lutz participates in various events around 
the country. She took one of her National titles early last year at 
Ft. Lauderdale, and another in Lincoln, Neb.

tion may take years 
To collect damages, a player 
would have to prove the draft 
hurt the size or terms of his 
contract. Johnson said. The 
four-year limit is imposed by a 
federal statute of limitations 
But, he added, the N FL 
Players Association may be 
bargaining those rights away. 
“ The players would do well to 
consider whether the agree­ 
ment would affect their ex­ 
isting right to sue the N FL and 
the club that drafted them for 
treble the difference between

Mule racing bill introduced 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - As- 
semblyman Larry Chimbóle 
wants to allow mules a limited 
piece of the racing action in 
California 
Chimbóle, who described 
mules as stubborn but misun­ 
derstood animals. Tuesday in­ 
troduced legislation to allow 
parimutuel wagering on mule 
races in Bishop. Calif The bill 
would allow 10 mule races per 
day for not more than four days 
a year TTie parimutuel races 


would be held during the annual 
Mule Days held each year in the 
mountain community.

Elephant seals are thriving 
on San Miguel Island in near­ 
record numbers, according to 
an annual population count 
made last week 
Marine biologists of the 
Department of Fish and Game 
counted 5,400 elephant seals. 
San Miguel, the most westerly 
of the Channel Islands, is the 
major elephant seal rookery off 
the California coast 
This year’s count of the huge 
marine mammals, once near 
extinction because of ruthless 
killing by commercial hunters, 
was the second highest since 
1966 
Most of California’s elephant 
seals carry on their breeding 
and pupping on San Miguel 
Island Only a few hundred haul 
out on the other channel islands 
and on Ano Nuevo Island off the 
central California coast 
The massive seals are fully 


protected by state and federal 
laws Another safety factor is 
that San Miguel Island is owned 
by the U.S. Navy and is off 
limits for anyone other than 
scientists or other persons who 
receive special permission 
Elephant seals are the largest 
of all the seals, with the males 
reaching lengths of 15 to 16 feet 
and weights of about 4,000 to 
5.000 pounds. Females grow to 
about eleven feet and 1,700 
pounds. 


A large seal, seen floating up­ 
right in the water with head and 
shoulders projecting, then sink­ 
ing vertically out of sight, is 
probably an elephant seal, says 
the DFG

Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — Do you or any of your readers know 
how to remove clear varnish stains from a carpet** After 
spilling the varnish I was able to soak it out, but I am 
left with a stain. — MARGARET 
DEAR MARGARET — In a National Institute of Rug 
Cleaning release they suggest applying turpentine. 
Sponge on with a cloth, working from the edges to the 
center of the stain. Next use a dry cleaning fluid. If this 
does not work you may have to have a professional rug 
cleaner. 
Another source suggests applying dry cleaning fluid 
(such as one uses to remove spots from clothing) and 
then a solution made of one teaspoon detergent and one 
teaspoon white vinegar in a quart of water Re-apply dry 
cleaning fluid with a cloth or sponge, then dry as quickly 
as possible by either blotting up or using a fan or even a 
hair blower. You did not say what material your carpet 
is, so do test in an inconspicuous spot first. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — I want to share some of my tried and true 
household hints that have been used through 43 years of 
marriage. 
An old fashioned curling iron can be put to modern use It 
makes an ideal sealer for the cellophane bags used to hold food 
for the freezer. Let the iron get warm but not hot, fold over the 
end of the bag and press it in the iron This makes a neat air­ 
tight closing 
Save that paper backing you peel off adhesive-backed vinyl 
covering to use when enlarging pattern diagrams It is already 
marked in one inch squares and the paper is just great for 
most patterns 
Cut rolled dough with ice cube tray dividers This saves time 
and cookies and bisquits are always the same size 
When spreading glue or paste, put the item to be glued on an 
old magazine Tear off the top page to have a nice clean sur­ 
face when needed and repeat each time for each item — 
HELEN B 
DEAR POLLY — Before stuffing a turkey, I loosen the skin 
from the breast by running my hand between the skin and the 
breast. I slice a quarter pound stick of margarine the long 
way and put these pieces between the breast and the skin, ad­ 
ding salt The larger the turkey the more margarine one uses 
As the turkey cooks, it self-bastes for nice moist white meat 
and a nice brown skin — NORA. 
DEAR POLLY — A good easy way to tighten roll type win­ 
dow shades is to pull the shade down, take out the end fixtures, 
roll it up by hand and return to the fixtures If the springs are 
very loose this may have to be done more than once —

SANTIAGO, CHILE. - If you are a 
dictator given to consulting only your 
own advisers, or your own conscience 
such as it is. on the question of whether 
there is an unnecessary suppression of 
human freedom, then you will simply 
decline to participate in public mter- 
n a tio n a l 
d i s ­ 
cussions of the matter. 
By “ unnecessary sup­ 
pression” I mean un­ 
n e c e s s a r y to the 
realization of your 
o b je c tiv e , n am ely 
political supremacy. 
Francisco Franco. I 
would be inclined to 
say, believed in just as 
much repression as 
was necessary to en­ 
sure his continued 
domination of political 
authority At the other 
end is such a regime 
as Mao Tse-tung’s, 
w h ich 
is 
tr u ly 
totalitarian 
If. in China (or in 
Russia ) there were 
enabled the state to 
bowels of human thought, it would be 
used in China to ascertain whether there 
lurked there anything short of total 
enthusiasm for the state and its policies 
Maoism demands of its subjects what 
the Catholic Church expects of its com­ 
municants, namely internal assent. It is 
of course decisive that the Catholic 
Church has no sanctions against those 
who deny it that assent, at least not in 
this world. 
Augusto Pinochet of Chile is in the 
category of those rulers who are anxious 
to persuade the world that they do not 
use unnecessary repression Now fine- 
tuning repression is a distinctly un­ 
perfected art Argentina, in which chaos, 
though diminishing, can be said yet to 
prevail, is a state in which the burden of 
nicely calibrating repression is un­ 
realistic But in Chile there is. so far as 
the visitor is able to judge, and based on 
what he reads in widely different 
sources, public order. Moreover, the 
overwhelming majority of the people ac­ 
cept the governm ent of G en eral 
Pinochet, most of them, if we believe a 
Gallup opinion poll, gladly — after the 
tumult of Allende others resentfully, for 
lack of an opportunity to elect other 
governments, other policies. 
Under the circumstances, it becomes 
the responsibility of the Pinochet 
Government to satisfy inquirers that the 
repression is not gratuitous: that no 
sanctions are visited against those who. 


while disagreeing with the government, 
do not seek to bring it down by force or 
violence; nor even, since political op­ 
position is forbidden, by political agita­ 
tion If General Pinochet had looked the 
world in the face and said; as Mao and 
the others say: “ I do not care what you 
think of my government. This is my 
country. Leave us alone" — then he 
would not be asked to submit to in­ 
terrogation But having averred the in­ 
nocence of his regime of the charges, the 
question arises how to establish it 
“ I have e x a c tly one p o litic a l 
prisoner," he said "And I'm not going to 
give him up. ever, unless they meet my 
term s.” His term s0 The release by Fidel 
Castro of Hubert Matos, who has been 15 
years in jail for the offense of turning 
against Castro after he saw what Castro 
was doing to Cuba "I suspect I know 
why it has been over two months since 
Castro received my offer which he has 
not acknowledged 
they are seeing if 
they can put Matos back into physical 
shape to risk his being seen by the out­ 
side world Jorge Montes needs no fat­ 
tening up ” 
All other prisoners are held, he ad­ 
vises. and other sources tend to cor­ 
roborate. for the violation of laws some 
of which were passed by Allende’s own 
parliament However, as the American 
ambassador David Popper points out. if 
you are arrested for possession of a gun 
which you acquired during the hostilities 
in September 1973. which really is your 
offense, illegal possession0 or possession 
with intent to use it for Allende? 
And what about the ten trade unionists, 
alleged by Amnesty International to 
have been arrested in mid-December? 
The Pinochet Government says Not so 
Amnesty is at the mercy of informants 
many of whom seek to discredit the 
government by any means Still, how 
does one go about establishing whether: 
Waldo Pizarro. leader of the Textile 
Workers Federation of Chile, is in jail, 
and if so. why0 Chile has promulgated 
highly satisfyin g laws stipulating 
procedures to be followed How can the 
overnight visitor establish the truth in 
the case of the ten trade union leaders? 


Only a free press can do the job 
adequately One reads in El Mercurio, 
detailed accounts of press conferences 
given abroad by Corvalan, the top Com­

WASHINGTON — For the prisoners of 
Parchman, slavery was abolished a cen­ 
tury late. Not until the early 1970s were 
they freed from the work gangs that 
toiled from sunrise to sunset, without 
pay. in the Mississippi cotton fields. Gun- 
toting overseers supervised the work and 
did not hesitate to shoot a man dead if he 
tried to flee. 
Parchm an Prison 
consists of some old 
p lan tatio n ca m p s, 
which rise out of the 
cotton 
fie ld s and 
quickly slump back 
in to 
th e m . 
T he 
prisoners no longer 
are forced to work but 
they are still housed in 
bleak barracks not 
much better than the 
bygone slave quarters. 
Indeed, a federal court 
has found the living 
conditions “ unfit for 
human habitation by 
anv standard of decen- 
cy. 
We sent our roving reporter. Hal 
Bemton, to this forgotten corner of 
America to investigate the conditions. 
He spent nearly two weeks inside the 
prison. He was processed through the 
reception center, assigned a number and 
issued a set of prison clothes. 


The arrangements were made by Dr. 
Allen Ault, who took charge of the Mis­ 
sissippi prison system two months ago. 
Previously, he brought reform s to 
Georgia’s tension-ridden prisons while 
Jimmy Carter was the governor. Now 
Ault is introducing similar reforms in 
Mississippi. 
In the past Parchman was run by the 
“ good ol’ boys,” a term of affection and 
respect applied to the men who used to 
dominate Southern politics. They used 
the prison labor force to raise cotton for 
the state and to grow the prison’s food 
supply. Women inmates canned the food, 
and the meat was prepared at a nearby 


slaughterhouse. But the best cuts never 
made it to the prisoners’ table; they 
wound up mysteriously in the homes of 
favored Mississippi politicians. 
Now the processing plants have fallen 
into disrepair, the barracks have been 
condemned and a new day is dawning. 
But for the next few months, the 
prisoners are still shoehorned into the 
rundown barracks. 
Bemton felt a pervasive suffocating 
feeling of claustrophobia as he entered 
the crowded quarters., The prisoners 
bunk together in two large “ cages" on 
opposite sides of the barracks 
Each 
cramped cage holds over 80 prisoners. A 
court order is supposed to guarantee 
each prisoner 50 square feet of living 
space. But Bemton and his cellmates 
had closer to 22 square feet apiece. 
Occasionally, rats scurried across the 
floor. Electrical wires lay exposed Sinks 
and toilets regularly overflowed because 
of faulty plumbing, causing a horrible 
stench. 
As Bemton bedded down for the night, 
he watched a black inmate in a bright 
red shirt straightening his hair with a hot 
comb A barechested man wearing a gold 
cross around his neck was ironing his 
pants; he explained that the prison 
laundry never returned some of his 
clothes A huddle of men around a televi­ 
sion set watched an old Bing Crosby 
movie 
Another grim group played 
poker. 
It’s the lack of work that has now 
become the curse of Parchman. Most of 
them want to work, because tney can 
reduce their sentence by a day for every 
day they work. But there isn’t enough 
work to go around. Two-thirds also lack 
the education to qualify for high school 
or vocational training programs 
So 
throughout the long winter months, they 
just lounge around 
One poured out his frustration to 
Bemton. “ It gets hard lazing around the 
cage with all the tension and all the 
noises of the radio, televisions and card 
games. There’s little ventilation, With 
the windows closed, it’s like a smoke- 


filled barroom. You go through that for 
several months, and finally you wake up 
one day on the wrong side of the bed. 
Someone slaps you. and a fight breaks 
out. 
When a scuffle erupts, the hall guards 
dare not intervene until security rein­ 
forcements arrive. By that time, a man 
may be killed or raped. It has happened. 
In this dehumanizing atm osphere, 
each prisoner tried to add some small 
personal touch to his tiny living space. 
The Black Muslims took over a comer of 
the cage and taped to the wall a faded 
photo of their sad-faced prophet, Elijah. 
Despite the constant, mind-dulling blare 
of radio, television and poker, they quiet­ 
ly bowed down every morning to pray. 
One Muslim minister, a firm believer 
in physical exercise. did sit-ups and 
push-ups on his bed. In the afternoon, 
when the inmates were led out of the 
cage, he took Bemton jogging around the 
fenced-in grounds. They had to dodge 
pools of sewage. Other inmates played 
basketball on a muddy, makeshift court 
Bemton found a thriving black market 
of goods and services inside Parchman. 
Sugar from the cam p kitchens is 
siphoned off by inmate cooks into secret 
caches, which are later sold. Some is 
mixed with peaches, yeast or fruit 
cocktail to form a crude, bootleg brew 
called "buck ” To prevent the brewing of 
buck, prison officials actually chopped 
down a peach orchard. 


Bemton paid 50 cents to have his con­ 
vict stripes sewed on his pants by a camp 
tailor. He was offered a marijuana 
cigarette for 75 cents. And in one of the 
cages, a homemade sign advertised 
"blow out” hair styling for 50 cents. 


It isn’t too difficult to escape from 
Parchman. The fugitive merely needs to 
hop the fence and race across the open 
fields. But invariably, the escapees are 
tra c k e d down and re tu rn e d to 
Parchman. 
“ That fence is only 12 feet high.” 
signed one inmate, “ but when you are 
finally caught, it’s five years wide ”

However, in his attempt to 
appear safe, he does not exhibit much 
creativity of thought 
JE F F R E Y DAY is a conservative 
voice, echoing what some of the other 
Board candidates say more eloquently. 
His main claim to fame is that he is a 
1969 graduate of Cabrillo. and perhaps 
that would be a real asset to have one of 
our own recent graduates on the Board 
DOROTHY LISS has been a real 
selfless worker as a volunteer in clas­ 
srooms, a leader in parental participa­ 
tion, and an evalu ator of school 
programs. Thus she has demonstrated 
that her genuine interest is in education 
and not in promoting some political ideal 
— and she has demonstrated she can 
handle the adm inistrative respon­ 
sibilities involved However, she is not 
one of the more articulate candidates 
and therefore she would have to work ex­ 
tra hard at communicating her thoughts 
and feelings on the more complex issues 


ALBERTA MORGAN talks too much 
and thus many people tend to not listen 
to what she says, but she is a tireless 
worker and has performed an invaluable 
service to both the city and schools by 
doing her homework and being willing to 
speak up when others would not. The 
question in people's minds really is 
whether she can serve better as a Board 
m em b er or a s a self-a p p o in ted 
people’s advocate0 
KAREN RUSH and BILL SUMNER 
are the Bobsy Twins of the candidates 
They appear to be running a joint cam ­ 
paign on a common issue — the need for 
fundamental schools TTiey bring an in­ 
tegrity to the campaign because of all 
the candidates they are most open about 
where they stand on issues and why they 
are running They hide nothing, and that 
is to be commended They are, however, 
quite conservative in their view of what 
education ought to do and be and the very 
narrowness of their view may tend to 
limit their support 
ED WALSH is the darling of the in­ 
tellectuals. A debater at heart, a 
philosopher by conviction and occupa­ 
tion. it is claimed that Ed will bring the 
real issues to force and will keep the 
focus on the principles of education. 
However, the average person is asking 
concrete questions and there is a danger 
that the answers they get may be 
clouded with philosophical principle.

A defense 


There is absolutely no doubt in our 
mind that "Hustler” magazine is a 
despicable piece of pornographic trash. 
Yet, as one who believes strongly in the 
freedom of the press, we ironically find 
ourself defending the publication of the 
magazine. 
If there is anything that brings the law 
into greater disrepute 
than the lenient treat­ 
ment of serious of­ 
fenders, it is the harsh 
treatment of someone 
whose crime has not 
demonstrably harmed 
anyone else. 
“ P a n d e r i n g 
of 
obscenity” no matter 
how much one may be 
o f f e n de d by p o r ­ 
nography would seem 
to pose a lesser threat 
to the safety and order 
of our society than a 
number of other ac­ 
tivities. 
But this was the 
charge of conviction of 
Larry Flynt, publisher of “ Hustler” in 
Cincinnati, Ohio. 
He received a 
sentence of seven to 25 years and a fine 
of 811,000. 
Your average m ugger and purse 
snatcher gets off easier than that. 
Flynt was basically convicted on an 
"organized crime” rap. The Ohio law 
says it takes five or more people to con­ 
stitute an organized crime ring. 
Yet only four persons were indicted on 
this charge in the Hustler case, and three 
of them were convicted. The fifth defen­ 
dant was Flynt’s corporation. This 
leaves Flynt guilty of engaging in 
organized crime with himself. 
The Ohio court employed a major deci­ 
sion of the Supreme Court of 1973 in con­ 
sidering the Hustler case. This decision 
left it up to states and local communities 
to establish their own definitions of 
obscenity. 
The 1973 decision of the High Court 
certainly needs some clarification. It is 
certain that the Hustler case will be ap­ 
pealed and that the Supreme Court will 
once again get an opportunity to clarify 
their 1973 decision. 


Our whole defense of Hustler’s right to 
publish is based on the statement made 
be Justice William O. Douglas in his dis­ 
sent of the 1973 decision He had this 
warning: 


“ The idea that the First Amendment 
permits government to ban publications 
that are ‘offensive’ to some people puts 
on ominous gloss on freedom of the 
press. That test would make it possible 
to ban any paper or any journal or 
magazine in some benighted place.”
